‘viduals agreeing in regard te Scripture, show- 
ing at once by their fruits that they have not 
the true spirit of Christ that this people-have. 
notone Loré, one faith, onc baptism, one 
God, and father of all, &c., consequently, 
there can be.no union in. thé principles ef 
peace, teuth, and good will to all men, but 
the resuit must be agit as, division, musrale 
priestcraft, and oppression, and when the 
Governments of this earth (as they are now 
ezrruyied,) shall pass away, and anarchy, po“ 
Rtically and religiously reign in terror 
throughoùt the world. This paople alone 
exempt from it, will have to rebuild the Con- 
sutuiton given in times of old by inspiration, 
and remedeled to perfection, and then this 
place willfonn a place of refuge for genera- 
tions yet unborn. . 
May you all hve long, and enjoy the fruits 
of your labor; your children’s children also

DESTRUCTION OF THE TEMPLE OF 
NAUVOO, ON THE 27u OF MAY, 
1850, BY A STORM 

The Temple of Nauvoo, erected by the 
Mormons, finishedaa-1545, partially burnt in 
October, 1548, having but its four walls 
left—allits timber worka having beem con. 
sumed by the flames—was destroyed by a 
burricane on the 27th ult. 

‘On arriving at Nauvoo, in March, 1849, 
the Ícarian Community bought this Temple 
with a view to refit it for schools, its study- 
ing and meeting halls, for a refectory capable 
of containing about one thousand persons, &c 

Many preparations were alresdy made.— 
An agent had been sent to the pine forests 
ım the North to bay timbers of dimensions 
necessary for re-establishing the roof and 
floors. Some-other pieces of wood were 
ready; a steam null was purchased to fit up 
a saw-mill, the saw-mull was nearly finshed; 
avast ahed was raising near the Temple, to 
shelter the carpenters, the masons were lay- 
mgin the interior the bases of the pillars, 
when, on. the 27th of May, a frightful hurri- 
cane, the most terrible experienced in the 
country in many years, burst suddenly on 
the nll pf Nauvoo, where hghtnings, thun- 
der, wind; bail and rain, seemed united toas: 
sail the bwiding. 

The atorin burst forth so quickly, and with 

such viclsnee, that the masons, o overtaken 
unawares in the Temple, had not time to flee 
belore'the northern wall, sixty feet high, bent 
dows: over theic heads, threatening to crush 
ther t and bucy then up.

Now rushing 
out of the ruins, in the midst of a cloud of 
duit, hail and rain, wrapped up in lightnings, 
thunder, and a furious blast of wind, expect- 
ing every moment to hear the two walls mvé 
way upon them, they succeeded in getting 
out, astonished at seeing those walls stil 
stand.ng, nud frightened at the danger fron 
which they had just emerged. 

Tne same blast that overthrew the wall of 
the Temple, and sensibly dislocated and in- 
clned the two others, took up and carried 
off the z iof of ine old school, when the walls, 
falling on the floor beneach, broke down the 
beams, and threatened injury to six Ieartan 
women who were working below. 

The creek, on the bank of which the wash- 
house ofthe Community 13 situated, was go. 
quickly transformed intoan impetudus tor^ 
rent, that the house was almost instantane- 
ously filled with water, and fifteen Icarian 
women, then washing there, were compelled 
to get through the widows, in order to save 
themselves They took refuge at the farm, 
whence they were soon after Béought Back in 
one of the wagons of the Community. 

Al the neighberng fields wets ravaged, 
the fences averturned, and the windows bro- 
ken One of the members of the Gerency; 
got on horseback, and repaired to eyery place 
at wluch men were working out of doors, 


and soon brought back tidings that no person- 
al accidents had happened 


The same evening the masotis, reunited 
and consulted by the Cerentty, acknowledged 
and declared thatthe southern and eastern 
walls would soon fall down, and that, to avoid 
any serious accident, 1t was better to destroy 
them. | 

The next morning the Genera! Assembly, 
having been conyoked by the Gerency, met 
on the Temple Square, and unanimously re- 
solved first, that the demolition was urgent, 
for the safety both of the members of the 
Colony themselves, and of the inhabitants 
and foreighers whom curiosity might bring 
to the spot Second, that by unfixing the 
walls, stone by stone, they mught preserve 
some goodones But aa this operation would: 
take up much time, occasion much work, 
and expose them to many fatigues and dan- 


gers, and considenng the lives of men asa 


much more valuable than money, they deci- 
ded ta use some other means. 

Those means having been discnseed and 
agreed upon, they set a£ work mnincdetely,

Lvsreuse of the Chinese Opium 
Lrade.—Rev. Mr. Williams, wri- 
ting trom Canton under date of 
Sept. 27, to the American Board, 
expressés apprehensions of the fu- 
fure repose of the country. 

“The opium trade 1s thriving, 
dnd trom fifteen to sixteen mullion 
dollars leave China annually for 
this drug alone—much of it in 
specie, and all of 1t for produce aè 
good; leaving, instead, every thing 
evil and disastrous. The editor 
of the Friend of India says; if it 
was not for the importation of spe- 
cie, and the revenue of two and a 
half millions sterling derived from 
the opium trade, he does not see 
how the government of India 
could be carried on, and the army 
theie paid. That government 15 
consequently taking measures to 
increase the supply, and there will 
probably be nearly sixty thousand 
chests brought to China in 1850, 
or nearly eight millions of pounds 
of opium.  3till the Chinese gov- 
ernment sHows no signs of any dis- 
position to legalize the trade, and 
with the exception of an occasion- 
al seiznre, or a vaporing edict, by 
some patriotic officer on the coast, 
1s doing nothing to hinder the en- 
tranee of the drug.

A New ROUTE ro TRE EQUATOR. 
M. F. Maurry, of the Nationa 
Observatory. at Washington, m a 
letter to the Secietary of the 
Navy, states the investigation car- 
ried on m that establishment with 
regard to the winds and currents 
of the ocean, have led him to the 
discovery of a new route to the 
Equator, by which the passage to 
South America, China, India, Cal- 
iforma, &c., &c , has been skort- 
ened severai days He shows by 
a tabular statement of the passage 
of some 80 vessels by both routes, 
that the average passage by the 
old route to the Equator is 4I 
days, and that the passage hy the 
new route has frequently been 
made in halfthat time. The route 
to Brazil, China, the Pacific Ports, 
&c., 1$ the same till you crass the 
Equator, and consequently that 
pat of the voyage 1s said to be 
shortened by one-third of the time 
hitherto required for its perform- 
ance—thus bringing those distant 
ports so much the nearer our own 
doors. Great labor has been re 
quired to atiain these results, and- 
more than 1000 pnvate ships are 
now erigaged 1n daily obsérvations 
for the completion and perfection 
ofthe charts. Lieut. Maurry calls 
attention to the act which author 
izes the employment of three small 
Navy vessels to assist his investi- 
gations, and desires that suitable 
vessels may be detailed on this 
important work. E
